Disastrous Conflagration. 

Terrible Loss'of Property—Ten Squares Lota 

in dale Mesacee Two and Three Hundred 

Houses Buraed' : 

Wo are called upon to record the particulars 
of cae of the most estensive and disastrous 
fires which bas occured in-our city. Between 
12 and 1 o'clock vesterday afternoon the flames 
barst forth in the carpenter's shop of Mr, Gott, 
near the northwestern corner of Franklia and 
Jackson Sis,, which, befare they could be got 
under way, epread to the adjuining fenomente 
with frightful rapidity, Every building woe 
of wood, and as dry aa tinder itself from the 
fong drought, so that nothing could chucks the 
onward pr gress of the devouring eloment,— 
The firemen ase¢mbled immediately; but us 
ho water cuald be obisined other than from the 
gullers, their altempts at first were rendered 
utterly unavailing. The wind fortunately blew 
in the direction towarde the swamp: bad it 
been otherwise, the flames would have swept 
towards the river, in which case there would 
have been no bounds to the destruction. Asis 
was, thay Were curried with lightning rapidity 
down Jickson street, communicating to the 
houses on vither side, wnd soon presenting # 
brood sheet of fire some hundred yarde in 
width. ‘To attempt to arrest them w 8 soon 
found entirety vot of the power of man; ne 
water could be prcured,and tho engiues were 
thus rendered useless. 


To atlempt to picture the scone, while the 
fierce element was raging at its wildest, were 


impossible, Houseless oofortunates were seen 
cusbing through smoke and flame, and seeking 
a shelier which only praved temporary, for the 
flames were again vponthem. Beds aod bed: 
ding, furniture, groceries—in short every thing 
that could be moved in the burry——was seen 
piled and thrown together in Canal and Com- 
mon streets, the owners sitting upon the little 
wreck that was left to them of all their house- 
hold store:*Muny of the inmates of the houses 
were laboring under sickness and infirmity, 
and their oyes rolled wildly as they were borue 
from their homes. Mothers, half frantic, were 
searching for lost childrea—children were 
rushing, with load screame, amid the fierce 
cracking of the flames, and seeking their pa 
rente in every face. All was confusion and 
despair; bat the most distressing sight of all, 
perbapa, was the removal of the sick from the 
Maison de Sante. God grant we may never 
be'called upon to witness such a spectacle a 
gain.—N. O. Pic., May 20th. 

It is useless for us lo attempt fo give ony, 
even a faint idea of the pitiable sights which on 
all sides met the view during the progress, 
at the close and subsequent to this desiructive 
conflagration. Only imagine 300 families— 
there cannot be less-—who are sufferers by this 
dreadfal calamity. On Saturday night three 
hundred of these poor p‘ople caniped out in 
Canal st., below Dr. Stone's hospital, The 
loss. uf property is estimated at $300,010 at 
fonst, of which about one half only is suppos- 
ed to be covered by insurance,

EXPLOSION OF THE LUCY W ALKER! | 


From 60 to 80 Killed and Wounded it! 

It is with feelings the most acute and painful | 
that we record the following fearful disaster,’ 
and the loss of so many valuable lives. } 

"The steamboat Lue: Walker,Captain Vann; | 
left this place for New Orleans, yesterday, | 
crowded with passengers. When about AorS 
miles below New Albany, and just before sun-| 
ect, come of her machinery got out of order, | 
and the engine was stopped in order to repair it. | 
While engaged im making the necessary re-} 
pairs, the water in tye boilers got too low, and 
about five minutes after the engine had ceased 
working, her three boilers exploded with tre-

"The explosion was upwards, and that 
rt of the boat sbove the boilers was blown 
into’ thousand pieces. 

The U. S. Snag Boat Gopher, Capt L. B. 
Dunham was about two hundred yards dis- 
tant atthe time of the explosion. Capt Dun- 
ham wns immediately on: the spot, rescuing | 
those in the water, and with bis crew rendering 
all the aid in his power. To bim we are in-| 
debted for most of our particulars. He informs 
us that the Lacy Walker was in the middle 
of the river, when the accident happened, and 
thatench was the force of the explosion that | 
parts of the boiler pnd boat were thrown o0| 
shore, Just after the explosion the air was 
filled with human beings and fragments of hu- | 
man beings. One maa wae Diown up 150 feet 
and fel} with such force os t0 go entirely thro’ 
the déck of the boat. Another was cut entire- 
ly in two by @ piece of the boiler. We have 
heard of many such truly heart-rending and 
gickening incidents. 

Before Capt. Dunham renched the place | 
whore tha Lucy Walker was,he saw & number 
of persons who had been thrown into the riv- 
or drowned, He however eaved the lives of * 
large number of persons by ihidug them} 
boards and ropes, and palling them on hia boat 
by hooks.
